World. 
This organization, 
which 
is 


composed of cookg and waiters, saloon 
employes and kindred workers, 1ms de- 
clared a boycott on the local daily pa- 
per, The Sun, and hits notified t ho 
stfcff of the paper to join their union 
t»r leave town. The Sun in owned 
by 


Undlcy C. Branson, who »Iso owns the 
Tonopttli Sun. 
In this latter 
paper 


Uranson, in an article headed "Come 
On, You Cowardly Curs." defies 
the 


union and offers its members any kind 
of -a fight they want. 


Yesterday The Sun was sold on the 


streets of Goldftcld by husky men con- 
nected with the paper, but 
beyond 


soinc rather plain spoken comments on 
the part of the boycotters, there was 
no demonstration. 
Tomorrow, 
how- 


over, will be a holiday and there will 
be a big crowd in town. 


Threats have been made that if the 


Sun is published tomorrow every mun 
connected with it will be run out of 
town. 
The Sun people say they will 


publish, and that they will put up a 
light if any attack is made on them. 


The boycott on the GoldHeUl Sun 


was declared not because of any offense 
committed1 by the Goldfteld paper, but 
because the Tonopuh Sun criticized the 
pulley uf the Industrial 
Workers of 


the "World. 
Efforts have been 
made 


to purchase the Goldfield 'paper from 
Branson, and he is reported as being 
willing to sell. The union will not .re- 
iu'ovfc''the' Boycott,. even if "ttie paper 
changes hands, ns they do- not want 
Branson to benefit by 
the purchase 


• money. 


It is stated that the miners' union 


n nd other industrial unions here are 
not in sympathy* with the doings of 
the Industrial Workers of the World.

Other thousands aro 
close behind, nnd it can not be many 
days, ' perhaps not many hours, before 
the clash comes. No street car strike 
that reached .the fighting stage wa« 
ever vet settled without violence. In 
the nature of things, nothing else ia to 
be expected. Where the scene of con- 
diet is the public streets, nnd the issue 
is the right to traverse those streets, 
that right U going to he both main- 
tained and resisted by physical force. 
This means rioting, unless the physical 
force on one side or the other is so 
overwhelming as to produce instant and 
unconditional surrender. Thia is hardly

Strike Breakers En Route to 


San Francisco. 


A Thousand Men 
Bound 
for 


the Scene of the Car 


Tie-Up. 


Closely guarded by special policemen 


selected and sworn in from their num- 
bers, about one thousand men engaged 
to take the places of the striking car 
employes of the San Franci :o lines 
passed through here yesterday svening 
on the Santa Fe, after making,* brief 
stop at the depot. Another trainload 
of them passed through during 
the 


earlier part of the day. 
On the. .last 


train arriving in, very few of the meri 
were_allowed to get off, those alight- 
ing beinff evidently privileged charac- 
ters or leaders. 


That the men expected a frigid re- 


ception, if not actual hostilities at all 
points along thc line as they. nearod 
the city of the strike, was shown by 
the surprised glance around the plat- 
form of the non-union men 
as 
the 


train steamed in. Beyond a few, tran- 
sients and few others on the platform 
the depot was deserted, "and nobody 
present knew that- the men were com- 
ing until they arrived in on the train. 


By all accounts it seemed that many 


of the men traveling on the cars were 
gathered together from Kastern places 
and really _knew little of the condi- 
tions under' which they were engaged. 
To a railroad man at the depot one 
of them stated that he,"with others, 
thought that they were going to work 
on a contract which was in no way 
connected with the union, and did not 
know that their work was to be on 
the car Hues at all. An agent adver- 
tised lavishly for men at profitable 
wag«, saying that the work was to 
be general. When, the applicants were 
engaged they were told 
that -handy 


men were wanted for various classes 
of work. If the men were smart and 
intelligent, arid fairly strong and will- 
ing, said the 'agent, there, was good 
work ready for" fliem. 


Other- men were- hired for straight 


non-union car work, and knew jvhat 
they were up against. This is proba; 
bly'the case with most of the men who 
passed through here yesterday. Among 
the number were, of course, "scores of 
wastrels and wanderers, in addition to 
a good many hoboes, who perhaps have 
no idea in the. world of working when 
they arrive in San Francisco. 


S'omr of these gentry seemed to like 


the looks'of Fresno, and a few of them 
managed to elude the vigilance of the 
special policemen and got off.
